zelfs om hen op vaartuigen of aan eenig 
voor hen conveniabel werk te plaatsen, ten 
einde de voldoening van het door hen ver- 
schuldigde uit hunne verdiensten moge 
worden gedaan.

merchants, having this day met to take inlu con- 
sideration the necessity cf adopting measures 
for tbe relief uf several grievances which have 
attended our speculation» in American cargoes, 
hate decided and «gieed oa the foüowkg reso- 


Intiens, binding oorselves, as we do hereby, ia 
good faiih and honour, strictly to adhere to thn 
same in the purchase of all cargoes from thii 
date, viz;— 
Art. 1, That the mattere, on doling the lain 
of hi» cargo, thai! faithfully give up for intertion 
in the contract, all and every article appertain* 
ing to the cargo of his vessel ; that he shall bind 
himself to deliver the whole, and in the event of 
failing to do so, or shall it ever be established 
that be disposesor retails coy part thereof, hn 
shall forfeit bis chance of a return cargo, for 
not less than four months nor more than sis 
months, according to the extent ofthe violation 
of this clause ; he is further to be obliged to ie. 
cure for the merchant the refufa! of any and nil 
the adventures which may be on board belong- 
ing to himself, officers, or crew, nnder tbc same 
penalty. 


Art. 2, The expenses ofentering and clearing- 
it the customs to be furnished by the merchant, 
he debiting the same to tbe cargo. 
Art. 3, The quantity and quality of molasses 
to be accepted or rejected by a person sent in 
the punt by the matter or factor for that pur- 
pose, and on no plea whatever shall any allow- 
ance be made by the merchantsfor any alleged 
inferiority of quality or deficiency in quantity 
on the arrival of the punt in town. It being 
nevertheless understood, that tbe navigablerisk 
rests with tbe merchant. 


We fuither engage to use all convenient de- 
ligence in geining information of any maater or 
oraw that may be clandestinely landing any 
part of bit cargo, repotting the lame to he or 
they concerned.

LOSS 
OFTHE LADY LUSHINGTON INDIAMAN. 


Calcutta, Aag. 27— 


At a late hoar yesterday 
evening we were favoured with tbe following 
melancholy details of tbe less of tbe Lady Lush- 
ingtoo, and from which we have learned witb 
extreme concern, that several persona have been 
lost, 
Tbe account of the calamity is from oae 
of the surviving sufferers, end we submit it 
nearly io his own language :—" We sailed from 
Madrai on the sth, and having four pasienger» 
to lend at Coringa, aaw the light-house at mid- 
night on the 7th; tacked nbuut, in hopes of 
being able to land tbe fonr passengen (above- 
mentioned) in tbe morning, but owing to thn 
"trong current», we were considerably to lee- 
ward of the port by day light ; we endeavoured 
two days and a night to regein tbe windward, 
but finding we only lost ground, cast anchor on 
tbe northward of Coringe. 
The mrf ran very 
high for two days, io wn aonld have no commu- 
nication with tbe sbnre; wetried to weigh anchor, 
and drop down to Penticollab, but nil endee- 
vouri were ineffectual, when the cable parted 
and night bed come on. 
The captain gave ol- 
der* is» aland out lo tee until twelve o'clock at 
night, and then lack in 
to tbe lend; the chief 
mete took the commend of tbe dock et midnight, 
end thinking we had tailed so far from the land 
that we could not possibly reach it before day- 
break, tbe ihiptacked—a bree-.se having sprung 
op we were alarmed by ihe «hip sinking iliKbt- 
ly on the send about four o'clock in the morn- 
ing. 
Nothing can paint the distressing scene : 
the high land was just perceptible, and ever* 
wave driving over tbc ihip added to oar horrible 
"iiuation. 
In half an hour every matt was over 
the abip'i ude(to leeward) jtbc ihip had drifted 
into a tremendoui turf, every boat wai atavad 
in the ettempi to lower them, end tbc land half 
a mile on our lee ; we had nothing to trust to 
but the waves, and to place our confidence in 
tbe Almighty. Ibe acene of horror and diatreai 
then bec»ane indescribable. 
The cries of the 
females and children were heart-rending. 
U 
was laid that the bottom bad parted from tbc 
upper-worki. 
Every person wai naked, and up 
to tbc middle in weter, and the distress was 
increasing every moment. 
Three ipari of wood 


were got over the tide, on which aix persona, 
including myself, providentially reached thn 
"bore ; but we were so much exhausted, that 
bad nol tbe natives come to oor nuiaUnce, the 
return of the turf would have carried m out 
again ; ere tuund on tbe aborn a aailor who had 
been washed overboard, to whom tbe aafaty of 
to many lives is owing: be fortunately spoke 
ibe Jangoege, and succeeded in getting four ca- 
tamaran! trom the shore totbeniiiitencnof thn 
sufferers; » Inrge boat wna got off, but could 
get no nearer than one hundredyard», and with 
difficulty wai kept above wnter. At eleven thn 
ship parted across tbe centre, nnd nil tbe ere» 
and pastengers were obliged to get on the mails 
to have the ship 
, breakwater, f„m which 
many were washed away, being co fatigued they 
could not bold on. 
The catamaran» kept at 
work until two o'clock, when tbe wind increas- 
ed so tbat they couid not get near tbe wreck, 
end had afterward» to dnaiat, finding it impos- 
sible to be of further nte. A Frenchmen, hi* 
wife, end two daughters, witb two of the crew 
were seen on tbe wreck; nt fonr o'clock tbn 
"tern patted, on which tbe Fitnch lady witb 
her eldett daughter reached tbe shore; the fa- 
ther with the other daughterperiihed,at'did lb* 
two tailors, one of whetn wai seen et dark 
tticking i* theremain» ofthn bow», which were 
held by the anchors. 
The shore for lix milco 


wai strewed with the snip and cargo. 
Thn

umber 101lwat 22. 
Tbs» ship parted in two 
at 11 A. M. , and before evening scarce a vettige 
of her wai visible. 
Mrs. Revtaeau, who wai 
"eved, wai on the Hem, nnd ber nnfortoneto 
husband wai 
on tho «teen when »he parted.
